2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: For reasons 
consistent with that given by applicants, the provisional rejections under 35 USC 102(e) 
have been withdrawn. Applicants' responses have successfully established invention of 
the subject matter of the rejected claim prior to the effective date of the reference. In 
response to the issues raised in the advisory action dated applicants have established 
the obviousness of the general amino silane of formula (I) in claim 1 over that shown in 
the declaration. Also applicants have established the obviousness of the 80 wt% monol 
limitation over the 60 wt% monol limitation shown in the declaration. That is, knowing 
that 90 wt% does not work, it would have been within routine experimentation, and thus 
obvious, for the skilled artisan to arrive at an 80 wt% upper limit over the exemplified 60 
wt%. The Examiner draws attention to MPEP 715.02 which states: 

"Even if applicant's 37 CFR 1.131 affidavit is not fully commensurate with the 
rejected claim, the applicant can still overcome the rejection by showing that the 
differences between the claimed invention and the showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, in view of applicant's 37 CFR 1.131 
evidence, prior to the effective date of the reference(s) or the activity. Such evidence is 
sufficient because applicant's possession of what is shown carries with it possession of 
variations and adaptations which would have been obvious, at the same time, to one of 
ordinary skill in the art."
